Cargo planes drop aie 
to beleaguered camp

SAIGON 
(UPI>-Behind 
a 
smoke screen laid down by 
fighter-bombers, 
U.S. 
cargo 
planes swept over the besieged 
Green Beret camp at Ben Het 
for the first time in three days 
and drc^ped 40 tons of supplies 
to the 650-man Allied bastion. A 
top U.S. Special Forces com­ 
mander in nearby Kontum said 
the approximately 2,000 North 
Vietnamese surrounding Ben 
Het for the past 52 days had 
accomplished ‘nothing, nothing, 
nothing” and called the siege a 
stupid move. 
There was no letup in the 
Communist 
bombardment 
of 
the camp, UPI correspondent 
David Lamb reported. At least 
75 artillery, mortar and rocket 
rounds slammed into the post. 
Five men suffered wounds in a 
127-round barrage Thursday. 
A 
break in 
the monsoon 
weather 
now 
blanketing 
the 
central highlands opened the 
way for the twin-engine Caribou 
cargo 
planes 
whose 
crews 
dump bundles of sui^lies by 
parachute out the back door 
during low-level runs over the 
outpost. 
Propeller-driven A IE Sky raid, 
er 
fighter-bombers 
led the 
Caribous in, droning smoke 
bombs and firing smol e rockets 
that cast a pall of white smoke 
over the camp and obscured 
the bigger cargo planes from 
Communist ground gunners. 
The packages of food, water 
and 
ammunition 
fluttered 
around Ben Het but the Allied 
troops stayed in their bunkers, 
prefering to recover the pack;^ 
ges after dark when spotters 


for the Communist guns cannot 
see them. 
There had been no shortage 
at the camp, for two convoys 
fought their way through from 
Dak To, eight miles to the east, 
Monday and Tuesday when the 
weather closed in. They brought 
enough food and ammunition to 
keep the defenders in stock.

British won t give Gibraltar 


to Spain despite pressures 


LONDON (UPI)-Foreign Se­ 
cretary Michael Stewart today 
summoned the Spanish ambas­ 
sador to his office and told him 
Britain 
had 
no intention of 
surrendering Gibraltar to Spain 
despite 
pressure 
from 
the 
Madrid government. 
“ The 
Spanish 
government 
cannot seriously believe that 
any British government could 
hand 
over 
the 
people 
of 
Gibraltar 
to 
a 
government 
which has done them so much 
harm already,” Stewart said in 
an official note to Ambassador 
E l Marques de Santa Cruz. 
The conference between Stew­ 
art and Santa Cruz came on the 
heels of Spain’s closing of its 
frontier and ferry links with the 
peninsula colony — retaliation 
for Britain’s refusal to turn the 
“ Rock” back to the Spanish 
government by Oct. 1. 


Stewart said measures taken 
by 
Spain 
against Gibraltar 
flouts “ standards 
of interna­ 
tional behavior accepted 
by 
modern governments. . 
Britain 
is 
“ committed to 
uphold 
the interests and to 
secure the welfare of the people 
of Gibraltar,” and the London 
government 
has 
stated 
its 
“ determination to sustain and 
support the inhabitants of the 
territory against Spanish pres­ 
sure,” Stewart said. 
The meeting between Stewart 
and Santa Cruz was described 
as “ correct but cool.” 
The cessation of the ferry 
service was the latest in a 


series of Spanish moves to win 
back 
Gibraltar, 
which 
was 
ceded to Britain by the 1713 
treaty of Utrecht. 
On June 8, Spain closed the 
land crossing to Gibraltar. With 
the end of the Algeciras ferry 
service Thursday, Gibraltar’s 
links to the outside world have 
been 
reduced to ferries to 
Morocco and plane flights to 
London which stop in Madrid. 
The 
ferry 
service 
ended 
Thursday night when the 452- 
ton Punta Europa left the Rock 
carrying a crowd of tourists. A 
sullen crowd w a t c h e d in 
silence. Some waved handker­ 
chiefs.

Finch referred to “protracted 
and distorted discussion” re­ 
garding the appointment. 
The Knowles’ appointment, 
recommended

to 
President Nixon, had become 
embroiled 
in

swirl 
of 
controversy, with Senate Re­ 
publican Leader Everett M. 
Dirksen 
and 
the 
American 
Medical Association leading the 
opposition. 
Knowles had appeared almost 
certain of getting the nomina­ 
tion earlier in the week, but the 
situation changed during be­ 
hind - the - scenes maneuvering 
the past two days. 
Finch, in a statement issued 
by his office at 11 a. m. EDT 
after 
congressional 
sources 
reported 
Knowles 
had been 
dumped, said he had informed 
the Boston hospital administra­ 
tor that the controversy had 
created a situation “ in which he 
would not be able to function 
effectively.” 
Finch’s statement, as given 
to reporters (Finch did not 
appear):

reluctantly 
and 
regretfully decided and today 
advised Dr. John Knowles that 
the protracted and distorted

about $1,100 in county opera- 
tonal funds under current for­ 
mulas based on an estimated 
Increase of 562 persons in Lorn- 
рос Valley. 


The revised population figure

ermine and silver fox, it was

should add footnotes of fur, 
sometimes 
fake, 
sometimes 
real. 
Palter 
de 
Liso 
combines 
cheetah 
with patent. Stanley 
Philipson trains zebra around 
sculptured heels of 
slippers. 
David Evins does a cossack- 
type boot with fake Persian 
lamb cuff. Erica does a shoe- 
boot with a cuff of genuine hair 
seal. Fur adds to the cost of 
course; most of the fur shoes 
go from $50 and up. 
Fur footwear stood out in the 
institute’s roundup of fall styles 
shown this week during the 
semi-annual fashion shows for 
visiting reporters representing 
newspapers, television and ra­ 
dio around the nation. 
When 
footwear 
designers 
aren’t befurring, they’re reviv­ 
ing. All of feminine fashions 
include some hearkening to the 
1920’s, the ’30’s, the '40’s. 
In 
shoes, this m ans the 
return of the platform soles, 
wedgies, ankle straps, sling 
backs, 
open 
toes, 
and 
the 
return of vinyl as part of the 
whole “ see through’’ scheme. 
Look for heels to go higher 
again, and with it emphasis on 
the broader toe. 
Look for two and one-half 
inches in afternoon or evening 
shoes. In some city sandals, 
heels go up to three inches, 
thickened and widened from the 
spike of old. But if you insist on 
hanging on to the lower, chunky 


heel,

The burgundy 
and wine tones follow the color 
trend in other fashions.

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Chicago youths back in 
element as Cubs soar 


CHICAGO - (NEA) - Three 
kids were clinging and crawl- 
ing up the wall outside Wrigley 
Field, just as the vines were 
doing on the bleachers wall in­ 
side the ball park. 
To someone who hadn’t much 
been around Cubs Park (Chi­ 
cagoans rarely say “Wrigley 
Field” ) since 
1945, the last 
pennant year, or, before that, 
the years of Gabby Hartnett and 
Charlie Grimm, Kiki Cuyler 
and Hack Wilson, those kids 
symbolized the return of an 
era when the Cubs were to the 
National League what the New 
York Yankees were to the Amer­ 
ican. 
There is a Cub epidemic in 
town, since the Cubs broke right 
away to take a big lead in the 
race for the pennant. When the 
Cubs return from a road trip, 
fans by the truckload greet 
them 
at 
the 
airport. 
In 
20 straight, record - breaking 
years (1947-1966) they spent in 
the second division, the Cubs 
would get off a plane and no­ 
body would even tell them where 
to pick up their baggage. 
Ernie Banks gets a standing 
ovation when he strikes a sharp 
foul, and Dick Selma the pitch­ 
er gets up from the bullpen 
bench and leaps and waves his 
right arm leading cheers for a 
Cub rally. 
Kids are running 
out onto the field to shake a 
player’s 
hand, 
demonstrate 
hook slides into second base in 
the fifth inning and in general 
are causing more havoc and 
unpopularity for the increased 
force of ushers who are subjec­ 
ted to catcalls of “ Usher Bru­ 
tality. ” 
In the old days of vines and 
losses, kids were still trying 
to worm their way into the ball 
park. But what they saw once 
inside the red-bricked, ivy-wall- 
ed playground should have been 
enough to send them back to 
Jackson Park or Loyola Park 
or Garfield Park to become foot­ 
ball players. (“ Will the lady 
who lost her nine children at 
Cubs Park please pick them 
up immediately0 They are beat­ 
ing the Cubs 10-0 in the sev­ 
enth.”) 
A whole generation of kids 


grew up in Chicago carrying 
around inferiority complexes 
like safes on their backs. To 
live in the “Second City” in 
everything from population to 
theater to muggings was one 
thing. But to be in the “ Eighth 
City” and, 
with 
expansion 
teams, the “ Tenth City” was 
staggering. (It must be noted, 
too, that 
a true Cub Fan was 
never — to utter the word was 
practically sacrilege — a god- 
damwhitesoxfan.) 


These kids would go to Cubs 
Park to view the double play 
combination of Emil Verban-to- 
Roy Smalley-to the grandstands. 
Eddie Miksis-to-Roy Smalley-to 
the grandstands, Bob Ramaz- 
zotti-to-Roy 
Smalley-to the 
grandstands. They could m ar­ 
vel at Andy Pafko running in 
from center field with the bases 
full to protest to the umpire 
that he had indeed caught the 
ball, not trapped it. While all 
four runners scored. 
Meanwhile, kids would be run­ 
ning all over the ball park. 
Past hot dogs sizzling on broi­ 
lers, fending off old ladies with 
umbrellas for foul balls. 
Of course, these kids would 
never run on the field. Instead, 
they might dogtrot after and 
imitate 
Gravel G ertie, 
the 
short, fat vendor with a tuba 
stuck in his throat. Or circu­ 
late out to bleachers where the 
gamblers sat — still do, in fact 
— under the scoreboard and lis­ 
ten to such bets as, “ 10-1 on a 
deuce that Hermanski strikes 
out on three straight pitches.” 


Getting into the game was the 
fun. Scaling the wall was one 
way, but uncreative. So 
was 
leaping over turnstiles, past 
lunging ushers and cops. 
One way would be to fade an­ 
gelically into a church group 
getting off a bus. 
Or, when w orkers’ eyes were 
elsewhere, slide down the ice 
chute that stuck out like a long 
tongue 
from 
a beer 
truck 
through a ground-floor window. 
But what was a wet pants’ 
seat when you could forget your 
troubles at the ball park (as 
the Cub slogan was then) and bat­ 
tle an old lady for a foul ball?

NEW YORK - (NEA) - It 
might take all the toes at Coney 
Island beach on a hot Sunday 
afternoon to count up the golf 
tournaments 
Maureen Orcutt 
has won. 
Her first was in the New 
York Women’s Junior Metro­ 
politan Tournament in 1922, 
when she was 14. Her last was 
the New York Women’s Senior 
Metropolitan Tournament last 
year and, at age 62, she will 
be defending that title this sum­ 
mer. 
“ There are a lot of women 
who wouldn’t even enter a sen­ 
ior tournament any m ore,’’said 
Miss Orcutt, “ because they’re 
afraid of giving a hint of their 
age. Me, why should I care?” 
She shouldn’t. She still car­ 
ries a vivacity — and a golf 
handicap — that women 30 years 
her junior would give their 
false eyelashes for. 
Her handicap has just been 
raised to 7, up some from her 
days when she and Glenna Col­ 
lett and Virginia Van Wie and 
Helen Hicks were considered 
the Big Four in women's golf. 
She was on the first Curtis 
Cup team in 1932 and won the 
Canadian Amateur (twice) and 
the 
North 
and South (three 
tim es) and the E astern (seven 
tim es) and the Metropolitan (11 
tim es) and others and others. 
Now, 47 years after winning 
her first tournament, she is 
again making “ firs t.” The new 
Tanqueray Award, sponsored by 
the English gin people, will go to 
Miss Orcutt as the first reci­ 


pient. The award will be pre­ 
sented annually to a person who 
has demonstrated “ long-time 
dedication to a sport.” 
Throughout nearly a half-cen­ 
tury of playing tournament golf, 
Miss Orcutt achieved nearly 
every goal but one: The U.S. 
Amateur. In 1^27, at age 19, 
she reached the finals, only to 
lose 5 and 4 in the 36-hole fin­ 
al. In later National Amateurs 
she reached the finals again, 
the semifinals and the third 
round a dozen tim es but could 
never take home the silver­ 
ware. 
In some of these tournaments, 
as in most others she has play­ 
ed, Miss O rcutt’s concern was 
not solely with competing. Since 
1937 she has been on the sports 
staff of the New York Times. 
Instead of going to the showers 
right after a roand, she would 
head for a typewriter. 
On days in which she was 
leading or had won a tourna­ 
ment, the Times would drop her 
by-line. And som etim es modes­ 
ty would get in the way of ob­ 
jectivity, and the desk men at 
the Tim es would insert pertin­ 
ent facts that Miss Orcutt the 
reporter had left out, but which 
Miss Oicutt the golfer had not. 
Miss Orcutt never turned pro 
because, when she was at the 
top of her game, the women’s 
professional tour was in its 
infancy and there was little 
money and, more importantly, 
little competition. 
“ Even on the men’s pro tour,” 
she said, “ a major tournament

Teens react to idea of teen center

With the closing of the year 
and 
a 
half old ‘teen coffee 
house’, the Prophet, came the 
proposal of a new idea, a teen 
center. 
This started to come about 
originally with the Jay cee’s 
when they formed a committee 
with Dave Ecret, chairman, to 
investigate if the Prophet could 
be salvaged. When it was found 
that it would be best if the 
Prophet were closed, the com­ 
mittee set out to see how much 
backing they would have if they 
set out to try again. Backing 
from adults and teens! Although 
the committee is still in the pro­ 
cess 
of evaluating 
the 
en­ 
thusiasm in Lompoc for a new 
teen center, they have learned 
much 
through questionnaires 
handed out to teens and through 
meetings attended by both in­ 
terested adults and teens. If 
the committee does find suf­ 
ficient interest then they will 
present their ideas to the Jay- 
cee’s for their approval, after 
which it will be presented to 
the City Council for their ap­ 
proval. 
The question was put to Dave 
Ecret, what if the teen center 
ends up just like the Prophet? 
Dave explained: “ The teen cen­ 
ter can’t and won’t end up like 
the Prophet because it won't 
be run like the Prophet. It 
will have a constitution and it 
will be run by that constitution. 
The Prophet had a great con- 


stitution. It just wasn’t enforced 
strict enough. Ours will have to 
be. The kids will have a say 
in how the place is run, in 
that they can help write the 
constitution and by-laws. My 
committee will also recomm­ 
end a full-time paid teen coun­ 
selor for the center.’’ 
In an attempt to find the 
general reactions of the teens 
to this idea, it was found that 
it was pretty well split into 
two different kinds of reactions. 
The teens who were apathetic; 
who were understandably invol­ 
ved in other things; “ I can 
find my own thing.’’ Then there 
are the concerned ones who say 
they realize that Lompoc needs 
a place for teens to go, “ There 
is a need in Lompoc for a 
place— for those who want it,’’ 
they say. 
Here are some specific reac­ 
tions from Lompoc teens: 


BARBARA 
CUMMINGS, “ I 
could really care less if the 
Prophet closes or not. I didn’t 
hang 
out 
there because the 
Junior High kids and the bums 
were hanging around outside. 
I think we need something more 
like the youth center out at the 
base. Have a juke box, pool 
tables, shuffle board and may­ 
be T.V. Keep 
the 
standard 
high.’’ 
SUSAN McCREARY: “ I think 
it was rotten that they closed 
down the Prophet. 1 went to 
some of the meetings for this 
new teen center. It sounds like 
a good deal if it works out.” 


KATHY SPENCE: “ I don’t 
really 
care one way or the 
other— the Prophet was okay 
at first but after the newness 
wore off it didn’t really appeal 
to 
me — I could find better 
things to do.” 


JACK DePAGTER: “ I felt 
personally defeated when the 
Prophet closed because I work­ 
ed so hard for the Prophet I 
lost along with it. This town 
definitely needs a place for 
those who don’t have money to 
get out and go somewhere, I 
was sorry to see the Prophet 
go. I also feel that if some­ 
thing isn’t done to give these 
people a place to go there will 
be trouble.” 


D EBBIE MEEK: “ By the time 
that they got around to closing 
the Prophet I think it needed 
it. We do need a place to go. 
If the standards on this new 
teen center are kept up I think 
that it will go over.” 


MARY FRYE: “ Although I 
thought the Prophet deserved 
closing down long before this 
I was kind of disappointed to 
see it go; at least it kept 
the kind of kids that went there 
off the streets If this new idea 
is carried off like a teen cen­ 
ter instead of a problem clinic, 
then it might work. The Prophet 
was great in that it helped alot 
of kids with parent problems and 
stuff like that. But it was a 
farce so far as ‘teen center’ 
goes.”

ade, it is just too difficult to 
get them back together again 
for a parade.” 
So, Mr New­ 
comb and Lompoc high’s band 
director, Mr. Baker, asked for 
volunteers from the two bands. 
It is expected the band will be 
60 to 70 pieces. 
The Chamber of Commerce 
will be sponsoring the com­ 
bined band, and they are mak­ 
ing a banner for the band to 
carry. The banner will read 
“ The Official Lompoc Unified 
School District High 
School 
Band.” 
The new band will act as a 
host band and cannot compete 
against the other bands for the 
sweepstakes trophy. Most 
of 
the other bands who will be 
marching 
in 
the 
Flower 
Festival Parade will be Youth 
Bands. These bands are organ­ 
ized for the sole purpose of par­ 
ticipating in parades such as 
the Flower Festival. Some oi 
the bands include the American 
Legion Drum and Bugle Corps 
and the Whittier Cavaliers. The 
bands are sponsored mostly by 
the various cities and their 
recreation departments. 
The combined band will have 
practiced only twice prior to 
their performance in the par­ 
ade. Thursday and Friday after­ 
noons. They will wear the uni­ 
forms of their respective high 
schools so that Lompoc and 


Cabrillo uniforms will be mixed 
up throughout the band. If this 
is a real success this year, it 
is hoped that the merchants will 
be encouraged to purchase uni­ 
forms or flowered shirts for the 
band to wear in future Flower 
Festivals. 
Marching in front of the band 
as twin drum majors will be 
the drum major from Cabrillo 
high school, Andy Jennings and 
the Lompoc high drum major, 
Andy Hawley. The two have 
found it very difficult to march 
together. Exact syncronization 
and co-operation is needed. To 
achieve this the two boys have 
practiced dilligently for their 
performance tomorrow. 
The assistant drum major at 
Lompoc high, Dyanne Mattingly, 
commented: “ I can appreciate 
all the work that the two Andy’s 
have put into this, because it 
takes a lot of time to become 
exact and precise. From all 
the practice that they have put 
into 
marching, 
they should 
do a real fine job tomorrow!” 


Mr. Newcombe 
summed up 
the new endeavor, “ I think that 
this will go over real fine. This 
way our Valley of Flowers can 
have a band to represent them 
but still not spend too much 
time on it.” 
Also marching in the parade 
will be the drill teams from 
both Lompoc and Cabrillo high 
schools. Lompoc’s drill team 
decided to try something dif­ 
ferent this year.

One 
part consisting of ‘old mem­ 
bers’, members from last year 
and the other part consisting of 
all the new members. The old 
members will march in the 
parade, while the new members 
will sell

have 
made. 
The two drill 
teams 
will compete against each other 
and many other drill teams 
from California for the sweep­ 
stakes trophy.

Lompoc loses exchange student 


The city of Lompoc bid a sad 
farewell to one of its warmest 
friends last Saturday. 
Not more than ten months ago 
a young man under the auspices 
of the American Field Service 
arrived in our fair city a total 
stranger. Through his smile, 
friendliness and his willingness 
to learn we all became a part 
of him. This is the story of 
Theo MM.M J. Widdershoven, 
as he saw America. 
Theo set his first sight on the 
U.S.A. when he landed at Los 
Angeles 
International Airport 
on August 26. There his Ameri­ 
can 
host 
family, the Gaylen 
Jacksons, met and drove him 
to his new home. It was here 
that the Dutch boy received his 
first impressions of the Ameri­ 
can people. 
“ When I first came here,” 
remarked Theo, “ I was a little 
scared; afraid that America and 
its people would be too per­ 
fect, too artificial. 
What was a great challenge 
for other foreign students in 
past years to their new lives, 
Theo conquered quickly. “ The 
Jackson home was easy to adapt 
to, because my host brother, 
Eric, like myself, is the only 
boy in a family of girls,” he 
said. One thing that Theo had to 
get used to was the avid sports 
programs 
at 
the 
local high 
schools. “ The games add so 
much to the enjoyment of high 
school life. I’ll never forget the 
cold nights in the bleachers at 
the stadium and the hot dressing 
room in the gym. Sports has 
not only brought me into better 
shape, but has made me a bet­ 
ter all-around person,” he add­ 
ed. 
Of the many talents Theo 
brought from the Netherlands, 
journalism and speech were the 
most pronounced. Theo partici­ 
pated both on the Smoke Signal 
Staff at the high school and was 
a member of the speech team for 
which he won several awards. 
“ Of all my classes I enjoyed 
journalism 
the 
most,” ex­ 
plained the foreign student, “ I 
could be creative, work on my 
own, arrange and organize, be 
helpful and needed, and last 
but not least see the final out­ 
come by means of the school 
newspaper. ” 
The 
school newspaper be­ 
came a great way for Theo to 
communicate with the student 
body about 
his views. Though 


many of his articles were of 
controversial 
nature, 
they 
proved one of most interesting 
and widely read. “ I didn’t mean 
to hurt anybody in anything that 
I wrote, I just mean to provoke 
discussions about student ac­ 
tivities, 
and create 
aware­ 
ness,” he said. 
Of all the experiences Theo 
had in America he lists Disney­ 
land as the most exciting. He 
had the opportunity to go there 
on two occasions; once in Oc­ 
tober 1968 with the AFS and 
again in June for the Grad night 
party. “ For the first time in 
my life I felt the flame of 
happiness burning inside of me. 
The experience was inside me, 
in my soul or heart, or what­ 
ever you call it, and it was 
very difficult to describe. It 
was a little like heaven,” he 
said. He also had the chance 
to journey to Las Vegas. “ This 
city brought me a strange ex­ 
citement. The dull look on peo­ 
ples 
faces as 
they became 
slaves to the machines will al­ 
ways haunt me. But I loved ev­ 
ery minute of it,” he explained. 
Theo’s time in the states has 
terminated now, and he can’t 
come back for two years. It 
is one of the agreements be­ 


tween the AFS, and U.S. gov­ 
ernment and himself. Theo said 
that he will have to stay in 
Holland for three years to fin­ 
ish his education in the Univer­ 
sity of Nynode where he will 
major in business. The univer­ 
sity has an exchange program 
with the University of Oregon 
which he hopes to be a part of. 
Otherwise he will have to go into 
the service of Holland and will 
have to delay his return to the 
states. 


Before Theo left many of his 
friends organized a surprise 
party for him, and posted a fare­ 
well sign outside the city as he 
was leaving for the last time. 
“This show of affection makes 
my departure even more diffi­ 
cult and my plans to come back 
more certain. ” 
“ I ’ve never tried to be a per­ 
fect representative of my coun­ 
try and the outside world as a 
whole,” states Theo. “ I was 
me, I tried to show my good 
sides, but sometimes, too, de­ 
liberate or not my bad sides. 
I hope everyone will accept my 
thanks and really believe in the 
sincere thought and warm ap­ 
preciation behind this. But then 
everybody knows how I feel!”

HQLLYWOOD (UPI)-I think 
the thing that I m iss most in 
television’s network prim e time 
is 
a series of weekly news 
program s 
focusing 
on 
fast- 
breaking stories, or at least 
immediate ones. 
There used to be a fine naif, 
hour CBS-TV series in prim e 
tim e called “ Eyewitness," and 
it really moved in on stories 
that 
were, 
in 
a 
sense, 
happening events. 
That was in the days when 
the networks had a group of 
truly 
outstanding 
h a lf-h o u r 
news 
series 
in 
the 
prim e 
evening hours. In addition to 
“ Eyewitness,” there were, for 
instance, 
“ David 
Brinkley’s 
Journal” 
and “ Chet Huntley 
Reporting” - both feature-or­ 
iented program s with a very 
solid 
news 
basis, 
and both 
highly literate and stimulating. 
When the network evening 
newscasts went to a halthour 
in 
length, 
however--! 
mean 
things like the Walter Cronkite 
News and the Huntley-Brinkley 
R eport-these other prim e time 
se rie s went into oblivion. One of 
the reasons, as I recall, was 
that 
Huntley 
and 
Brinkley 
would have to devote more of 
their workload to the expanded 
regular newscasts. 
In addition, the theory was 
that these new half-hour nightly 
newscasts would be able to go 
into breaking and immediate 
stories at greater length, and in 
g reater depth, thereby negating 
part 
of the 
reason 
for the 
existence of prime-time series 
serving the sam e function. 
This was all true enough, to a 
degree. But to say there is no 
need, or no attraction, for those 
good 
old 
halt-hour 
news- 
oriented prim e time series is, I 
THINK, WRONG. 


The nightty newscasts do go 
into sto ries in greater depth, 
but still the natural tendency is 
to fit in as many stories as 
possible, so that there is really 
no comparison with a show that 
can tear into every aspect of a 
worthwhile subject. 
And, despite the excellence of 
Huntley and Brinkley, there are 
any number of fine network 
newsmen 
who 
could 
handle 
prim e time series of the kind of 
“ David Brinkley’s Journal” and 
“ Chet Huntley Reporting.”

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Nixon calls for ban on 
voting literacy tests 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
-T h e 
Nixon 
Administration 
asked 
C ongress today to ban literacy 
tests for voting throughout the 
nation in place of a 1965 law 
which applied to only seven 
southern states. 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell, 
presenting 
the 
long-delayed 
plan 
to 
a 
House 
Judiciary 
subcommittee, 
said a sim ple 
extension of the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act would be unfair and 
unrealistic. 
He 
also 
called 
for 
a 
nationwide ban on state res­ 
idency requirem ents for voting 
in presidential elections. 
Mitchell 
said: 
“We 
have 
come to the firm conclusion 
that voting rights is no longer a 
regional issue. It is a national 
concern... 
which 
must 
be 
treated on a nationwide basis. ” 
He said there may have been 
ample reasons for Congress in 
1965 
to 
pass 
a law whose 
provisions applied only to seven 
Deep South states where Negro 
voter registration was low, “but 
I 
do 
not 
believe 
that this 
justification exists any longer." 
Mitchell testified on a bill to 
extend the 1965 act for another 
five 
years 
beyond its 
1970 
expiration date. He said in a 
five-tim es-delayed appearance 
that the Administration propo­ 
sal to make the literacy ban 
applicable to all states offers 
all the advantages of a sim ple 
extension, 
with none of the 
defects or regional discrim ina­ 
tion attached to it. 
The 1965 act was applicable, 
under 
its 
term s, 
only 
to 
Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana, 
M ississippi, South Carolina and 
Virginia, 
and 40 counties in 
North Carolina. 
Thirteen other states have 
constitutional or statutory pro­ 
visions for voter literacy tests, 
however, of one sort or another. 
They are Alaska, Arizona, 
California, 
Connecticut, Dela­ 
ware, Hawaii, Maine, M assa­ 
chusetts, New Hampshire, New 
York, Oregon, Washington and 
Wyoming. 
In addition, according to the 
Justice Department, Idaho has 
a 
so-called 
good 
character 
requirement which is consi­ 
dered a test or device within 
the meaning of the 1965 Act. 
As outlined by Mitchell, the 
Nixon Administration's propo­ 
sa ls —probably the only major 
ones it will make this year in 
the civil rights fie ld —contained 
five key points: 
—A 
nationwide 
ban 
on 
literacy tests “ until at least 
Jan 
1, 1974." 
—A nationwide ban on state 
residency 
requirem ents 
for 
presidential elections.

The 1965 voting Rights Act 
has been highly successful in 
that hundreds of thousands of 
previously 
disenfranchised 
Negroes now are registered to 
vote in the South.

body for the purchase of 56 choir robes 
and stoles. 
On the same day the trustees accept­ 
ed three other gifts: A series of 25 
film strips from Jerome James Tichy. 
Value of the gift was set at $150. Tichy 
is a school teacher. 
A current affairs film program from 
Galen Jackson on behalf of Lompoc 
Record. Cabrillo and Lompoc High 
Schools will each receive a color film 
strip and an instructor’s guide each 
month to be used in teaching facts on re­ 
cent national and international news 
events. 
A “ balance beam” valued at $300 from 
Vandenberg Junior High School PTA. 
On June 10, the trustees accepted 
three pieces of lighting equipment from 
Hapgood PTA. The equipment consisted 
of two Elbpodad spots, four Fresvilite 
spots, and a Watts dimmer. 
On April 22, the trustees accepted a 
variety of equipment from the Buena 
Vista PTA. It included a movie projec­ 
tor cart, maps of Japan, tumbling mats, 
portable lectern and portable footlights.

Nine 
months ago, I was one of those non-inter­ 
fering neighbors who didn’t want to re­ 
port a neighbor when hearing a child 
being beaten. 
At one time, when my 
teen-age daughter and I were listeningto 
the beating of this child and she turned 
to me in amazement I, as a dutiful 
mother, proceeded to explain to her how, 
when some children have to be taken away 
from their merciless homes, they in

turn may be placed at the mercy of other 
people who may be no better than the 
home they left. 
The following week, 
when we learned the child was beaten to 
death and my daughter cried herself to 
sleep from pity, you can imagine how I 
felt as I could perhaps have spared an in­ 
nocent three year old child the torment 
of having been in this man’s power, plus 
the guilty 
regret I shall have for the 
rest of my life. You say the law makes 
no distinction. In your April 28th issue 
of this newspaper, a man was arrested 
for selling 10 cartons of cigarettes lack­ 
ing California tax stamps and he paid 
$250 penalty, plus was sentenced to one 
year in jail. This child beater hasn’t 
even lost his job. He is still working. 
If a man were walking down a street and 
he were hit on the head by a thug and 
was injured severely enough to spend 
two months in the hospital, he would un­ 
doubtedly lose his 
job, 
home, etc.,’ 
through no fault of his own. But not this 
man. He has pleaded guilty and why 
wasn’t that published in this newspaper? 
Why is his attorney able to time and time 
again have his sentencing extended? Is 
it so enough time will elapse so that the 
Welfare Department cannot be held re­ 
sponsible for its failure 
in this affair 
and the whole thing forgotten? And if 
our educational system produces attor­ 
neys like our District Attorney and his 
deputies to defend the people, then what 
good is education? 
Do we wonder, Mr. Proctor, why the 
young people of the world seem to cause 
all these problems of today and why they 
are rebelling? 
Perhaps it is because

W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Clifford contribution 


t 


WASHINGTON-No one could have been 
more surprised by President Nixon’s 
hot-and-cold reaction to Clark Clifford’s 
proposal 
for phasing out America’s 
ground forces 
in the Vietnam War than 
Clifford himself. With the dust still set­ 
tling, to use the Achesomi.i phrase ap­ 
plied to the disaster of mainland China, 
it can nevertheless be said that Clifford 
has made a major contribution to de- 
escalation. 
He had thought of the article written 
for 
Foreign Affairs 
Magazine 
as 
a con­ 
fessional —an account 
of how one man had 
moved 
from 
a fixed 
belief that the war 
had to be fought to a 
conclusion 
to 
the 
conviction 
that 
the 
Americanization 
of 
the conflict 
was no 
longer 
either 
feasi­ 
ble or 
morally defensible. There was 
not the slightest intention to case as­ 
persions on the cautious policy of the 
Nixon Administration. 
A careful reading of the article bears 
this out. It was, above all, put toward 
as an objective analysis of the profound 
change in the circumstances that had led 
the Johnson Administration to make such 
a massive commitment to a small war. 
In 1965 
the regime in South Vietnam 
was on the point of collapse. The train­ 
ing and equipment of the army of the 
South had been sadly 
neglected. The 
choice put up to Lyndon Johnson was 
between withdrawal and acceptance of 
defeat and a Communist take over or 
the addition of large numbers of Ameri­ 
can fighting men to hold the line. 
The circumstances in South 
Asia 
supported the theory that the collapse 
of South Vietnam would touch off Com­ 
munist 
triumphs 
elsewhere. 
In In­ 
donesia the Communists with the sano 
tion, if not the encouragement, of the 
mercurial Sukarno were consolidating 
their hold. To divert attention from his 
failures at home Sukarno was whipping 
up fervor for a war against Malaysia. 
Such a war 
could only serve the cause 
of chaos and Communism. 
Events have moved so swiftly in the 
intervening four years that the most pro­ 
found change seems an improbable piece 
of history. In 1965 Red China and the 
Soviet Union were to all intents and pur­ 
poses 
united in support of Hanoi and 
the Communists. The warning signs of 
a possible break were so small as to be 
irrelevant. 
Soviet material for Hanoi 
was flowing across China without seri­ 
ous interruption. 
Today the two Communist giants are 
at each other’s throats. In the speech- 
es of their leaders is the threat of im­ 
pending war. Each day news is ofborder 
reinforcements, 
with invective in the 
Communist 
jargon 
hurled back and 
forth between Peking and Moscow. This 
is a 180-degree turn completely alter­ 
ing the picture. 
At the same time the non-Communist 
nations of Asia have shown definite 
gains. Having wiped out the Communists 
in a fearful blood bath, 
Indonesia is 
struggling to find a way out of the mess 
left 
behind by Sukarno. Japan has 
become the world’s No. 3 producing na- 
tion in an upsurge with few precedents. 
Taiwan and Korea, the former in parti­ 
cular, are making impressive strides 
toward economic independence. With 
sizable 
aid, both military and econo­ 
mic, poured into Thailand it must be as­ 
sumed that the Thais are able to stand 
on their own feet with the backing of 
American air power. 
The most important change of all is in 
South Vietnam itself. Discounting the 
claims made for the army of the south 
by half, the difference between 1965 and 
1969 is tremendous. One of Clifford’s 
contributions in his year as Secretary 
of Defense was to push the equipment of 
the South Vietnamese with the M-16 rif­ 
le and other modern weapons, as well as 
to spur their training. 
President Ngu­ 
yen Van Thieu is saying with every out­ 
ward show of confidence that they are 
ready to take over a major role. 
If anything is lacking, Clifford wrote, 
it is the will to unite the Vietnamese 
people and gradually bring together the 
elements that can incorporate finally a 
Communist 
minority without fear of 
subversion and disaster. The 
United 


States, 
as 
every 
President begin­ 
ning with Dwight Eisenhower, has said, 
cannot supply that will. 
In short, the Nation’s security is no 
longer involved in the outcome of the 
war in South Vietnam. The initial object­ 
ive — to give the Vietnamese people an 
opportunity to choose their own form 
of government without outside interven­ 
tion — is close to attainment. That 
being so, American boys can no longer 
be asked to die in Vietnam. 
In light of this elementary proposi­ 
tion, 
cogently and clearly set forth, 
Mr Nixon’s attack on Clifford was hard­ 
er to understand.

Reports

rising tide of discontent with the slow­ 
ness of the Nixon pace. Withdrawal of 
25,000 troops is a token that is both too 
little and too late, not for the profes­ 
sional antiwar crusaders but for middle 
America and the President’s own consti­ 
tuency.
